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Herbert Hoover, Food-Bringer— 


Eyes of the nation turn to Kansas City, where, next Tues- 


day, the Republican national convention opens. It may be 
the turning point for political America. 
We may see the 


great rank and file of patriotic citizens in this land in charge 
of that convention through the sheer weight of their over- 
whelming approval of Herbert Hoover, and he may be nom- 
inated early in the deliberations of the convention, in spite 
of the opposition of the senatorial block that has dominated 
national Republican politics for many years. 


Certainly, the great states of Ohio, Massachusetts, Cali- 


fornia and New York have given evidence that this man, 
who rose out of the war to become the nation's greatest single 
figure, is the choice for the supreme command during the 
next four years. The politicians at Washington have tried 
to belittle and decry this great popular demand, but it has 
swept over them, with a steam-roller movement such as the 
machine in politics has never felt before. 


While we project our minds toward this drama to be en- 


acted in the Kansas City convention, the rest of the civilized 
world is no less interested. 
Not since George Washington 


have we placed a presidential candidate in the field whose 
name and deeds were knovyn throughout the world. Lincoln 
became a world-figure, but he was unknown outside his own 
country until the Civil War made him outstanding, and the 
same is true of Wilson. 


Herbert Hoover is known in the little homes in the little 


countries of the Balkans, in Poland, in Belgium, in France, 
in Germany, in Italy, and in all the smaller struggling coun- 
tries that faced stark starvation during and just after the 
war. In some of these countries a new word has crept into 
the patois of the language. "Here comes the Hoover" is the 
salutation to anyone bringing food. Hoover, the food-bringer. 
»He needs no honors greater than these, and can never receive 
greater, not even at the hands of his own people if they make 
him president. 


It is believed that the professional president makers will 


retire before this insistent demand for Hoover. The Satur- 
day Evening Post .last" week made an editorial prediction 
that if they did not, the long-accumulating wrath of a patient 
American public would be felt as never before, and that there 
would be a determined and concerted movement to throw 
off the domination of these back-room plotters, and to so 
revise our methods as to bring about the direct election of 
the president and vice-president through a ballot in the hands 
of every voter in the country. It seems incredible that this 
reform has not come before. We may now choose a school 
trustee, a county supervisor, or a governor of the state 
through a ballot bearing his name, but not the president, the 
one office that is universally representative, or should be. 


. There is need for a food-bringer at the head of affairs 


even in the United States. We do not starve here, as in 
some of the unfortunate countries of the world. 
But we 


need more practical vision among our directive heads, that 
we may expand and make real prosperity a complete per- 
meation of the lives of the people. Less politics and more 
business leadership. The Kansas City convention is writing 
across the sky. Let it be words that will bring back confi- 
dence in popular government. Let it be Hoover, the food- 
bringer.

Contract Let for 


Paving Valley 


Boulevard 


Awarding by the county supervis- 


ors this week of the contract to the 
Griffith company to widen and re- 
place old paving with asphaltic con- 
crete on Pomona (or Valley) boule- 
vard from the city limits of Puente 
east to Lemon avenue, Walnut, as- 
sured the fact that work will begin 
on the improvement not later thnn 
June 15. 


The Griffith company bid of $166, 


000' was near the estimate made by 
the county road department, but was 
lowest in many submitted. 


Work will include tearing out of 


the old turnpike road to be replaced 
by a modern, 70-foot roadway, 40 
feet of which will be paved. 


The county's program calls for the 


completion of widening and paving 
on Pomona boulevard from Walnut 
to Pomona city limits in 1929. It 
was stated in the county road office 
that it probably would be necessary 
to increase the 1929 appropriation 
in order to change the routing of 
the Pomona or Valley boulevard -to 
connect with Holt avenue at Belle- 
vue, West of Spndrn. 


Because traffic will be handicapped 


during paving operations 
between 


Walnut and Puente, 
arrangements 


are being made to detour as much 
traffic as possible over the route via 
Baldwin Park, El Monte, Covina,

San Gabriel Dam Controversy 
Nears Solution by Agreement 


A meeting which may make lasting history, 


so far as the San Gabriel dam is concerned, 
was held on May 31, 1928, at the offices of 
the California Taxpayers' association, 775 Sub- 
way Terminal building, Los Angeles, when the 
organizations advocating and contesting the 
building of the so-called high dam met around 
the table and arrived at a tentative agreement, 
subject to ratification by their members. 


The meeting had been preceded by many 


conferences leading :up to a definite action. It 
was attended by H. C. Warren and M. R. 
Bowen, representing the city of Whittier; 
Henry S. Callahan, representing the city of 
Hong Beach; C. A. Griffith, Thomas Gooch, 
A. T. Blain, J. L. Hotter and Attorney J. A. 
Anderson, representing the San Gabriel Val- 
ley Protective association; Chairman Joy A. 
Winans, Attorney Roy A. Linn and Engineer 
Harold A. Stone, representing the Los Angeles 
city committee of the California Taxpayers' 
association; E. F. Underbill and Frank M. 
Keffer, representing the newly-organized Los 
Angeles committee of the California Taxpay- 
ers' association, and G. W. Scott of the Los 
Angeles Municipal league. 


Briefly, the agreement obligates the Tax- 


payers' association not to oppose the building 
of the dam to the height of 425 feet; to with- 
draw its appeal of a recent superior court case 
which established the legality of the 425-foot 
dam, and obligates the San Gabriel Valley 
Protective association and allied bodies to 
limit the expenditure upon the dam to $25,- 
000,000, the amount' estimated as its cost in 
the 1924 bond issue. 
If the dam cannot be 


completed for this rum, work must stop, or 
the Protective association must raise funds in 
a small and restricted district from the lands 
appurtenant and riparian to the river. Pro- 
vided, however, that the amount of excavation 
to find suitable bedrock and the amount of 
yardage of concrete aggregate increased by 
greater depth to bedrock, should exceed that 
of the estimates of Engineer Eaton, in which 
event it is agreed that additional money may 
be spent beyond the $25,000,000. In other 
words, the Taxpayers' association is willing 
to expend extra mon^y to insure suitable bed- 
rock, but not'for the purpose of carrying the 
dam to the" proposed height if the bond issue 
money has been exhausted. 


TERMS ARE STATED 


The agreement a? proposed is as follows: 
In order that pending litigation may be dis- 


missed, and that funher delay in the con- 
struction of the San Gabriel clam at the forks 
may be avoided, the Los Angeles city com- 
mittee of the Califorr.;a Taxpayers' associa- 
tion suggests that the controversy be com- 
promised 
and settled upon the 
following 


terms, to-wit: 


First: The San Gauriel Valley Protective 


association and its constituent members to 
agree that when the $25,000,000 authorized 
by the voters of the flood control district shall 
have been expended upon the construction of 
the said dam and appurtenant works, as set 
forth in the plans of Engineer Reagan, on file 
at the time of the election upon the issuance 
of bonds for the building of said dam, that no 
further funds of the district or of the county 
of Los Angeles, or contributions from the 
state of California, shall be expended upon 
said dam, and that no efforts will be made at 
any time, in any way, to attempt to cause any 
such expenditures to be made; and, further, 
that if further funds shall be required to be 


expended in the opinion of the members of 
the Protective association, or any thereof, that 
such funds shall be furnished by local district 
assessments or bonds or otherwise, provided 
by those persons or corporations and others 
interested. 


TO INSURE FOUNDATION 


Provided, however, that if upon the con- 


struction of said dam the total yardage of 
mass concrete needed in its construction shall 
exceed the 4,228,000 cubic yards estimated by 
E. C. Eaton, engineer of the flood control dis- 
trict, in his estimate in the case of Lynch v. 
Befity, et al., by reason of the foundation 
needing to go to a greater depth than that 
estimated by said Eaton in said testimony, 
then in' such event the Protective association 
and its constituent members shall be free, at 
its or their option to request the board of 
supervisors of the flood control district to pro- 
vide from monies which may legally be avail- 
able for such purpose, to an amount equal to 
the cost of such excess yardage of mass con- 
crete and of such additional excavation above 
the said estimates as may have been occasion- 
ed by such greater depths of excavation, if the 
same or any part thereof be required in excess 
of the $25,000,000 bond issue to carry said 
dam to the height of 425 feet above stream- 
bed, as authorized by the voters of said dis- 
trict ; but, on the other hand, the Taxpayers' 
association shall be free to protest against 
such request. 


WOULD AMEND DECREE 


Second: The decree already rendered and 


entered into in the case of Lynch v. Beaty 
et al., shall, with the consent of the judge who 
signed said decree, be amended so as to pro- 
vide clearly that when the $25,000,000 shall 
have been expended the board of supervisors 
shall in no wise be obligated to expend any 
more money upon the dam; and that they may 
terminate the construction of the dam at any 
height to which the $25,000,000 may carry the 
same. 
The Taxpayers' association will dis- 


miss its appeal in the said case of Lynch v. 
Beaty et al. and all other litigation in con- 
nection with said dam. 


Third: That each of the parties shall agree 


that they will in no wise or in any way what- 
ever oppose the building of the said San Gab- 
riel dam at the forks upon the plans and speci- 
fications referred to in the report of the engin- 
eer upon which bonds for the construction 
of said darn were voted, to such height as 
$2 5,000,000 allowed for such purpose will 
carry said dam. 


ALL IN ACCORD 


Fourth: Said agreement shall be executed 


by the members of said Protective association, 
by the officers of the Los Angeles city com- 
mittee of California Taxpayers' association, 
under authorization of its board of directors, 
by the Municipal league, by the San Gabriel 
Water Rights association, by the city of Whit- 
tier, and by the city of Long Beach; provided, 
however, the Protective association, at its op- 
tion and with the consent of the Taxpayers' 
association, may waive the signature of any 
of said parties. 


Fifth: It is understood that this agree- 


ment calls upon all the parties to the agree- 
ment to support affirmatively the execution qf 
the covenants herein embodied and to resist 
with sincerity any and all indirect and evasive 
proceedings calculated to defeat such coven- 
ants.
